INSTRUCTIONS  CONCERNING  MEAT  INSPECTION. 

Cleaning  Cattle  Paunches. 

Inspectors  are  directed  to  require  that  the  cleaning  of  cattle  paunches  intended  for 
tripe  or  other  form  of  edible  product  be  clone  thoroughly  as  to  all  surfaces  and  parts, 
and  that  such  cleaning  be  the  first  step  in  the  process  of  handling  after  the  paunches 
have  been  emptied  of  their  contents.  Paunches  which  have  not  been  cleaned  as 
above  indicated  shall  not  be  passed  for  use  in  the  preparation  of  edible  product. 

Beef  Casings  and  Cysticercus  Bovis. 

The  intestines  from  beef  carcasses  which  have  been  passed  for  food  with  the  provision 
that  they  be  retained  for  21  days  as  required  in  Amendment  3  to  B.  A.  I.  Order  150 
may  be  used  for  casings  after  they  have  been  subjected  to  the  usual  methods  of  prep- 
aration, and  may  be  passed  for  such  purpose  upon  completion  of  the  final  inspection 
of  the  carcass. 

Certificate  for  Condemned  Carcasses  of  Ante-Mortem  Suspects. . 

Inspectors  are  directed  to  see  that  I.  D.  Form  126,  "Certificate  of  condemnation," 
is  issued  only  for  condemned  carcasses  of  ante-mortem  suspects.  This  certificate 
shall  not  include  any  carcass  which  was  passed  for  food,  lard,  or  tallow,  nor  shall  it 
be  altered  or  amended  in  any  manner  to  serve  as  a  certificate  other  than  for  "U..S. 
suspects"  which  were  condemned.  The  space  on  this  certificate  reserved  for  the 
name  of  the  consignor  shall  be  duly  canceled  unless  the  inspector  who  issues  the 
certificate  has  positive  knowledge  as  to  the  consignor,  when  the  name  of  the  consignor 
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shall  be  entered      Any  instruction  or  permission  heretofore  given  relative  to  the  use 
o^LD  Form  126  and  which  may  appear  to  be  at  variance  with  the  foregomg  ib  hereby 

^elr  when  I.  D.  Form  126  is  issued  it  shall  be  made  in  duplicate  and  the 
duplicate  copy  immediately  forwarded  to  the  Washington  office. 

Labeling  of  Compounds. 

Referring  to  the  item  in  Serviee  Announcements  No.  67,  November  15, 1912,  page 
98  ent  ed  "Labeling  of  compounds,"  until  further  order  the  bureau  will  not  insist 
on  the  word  "compound"  appearing  on  trade  labels,  etc.,  for  products .which -are 
ZTJy  known  in  the  trade  as  "compound."     However,  it  is  required  tha   such 

beTshall  bear  the  names  of  the  ingredients  of  the  pro  net  in    he  order    ^he  * 
ncrcentao-es   aud  be  preceded  bv  the  words  "composed  of     or  a  similar  statement 
EtoKl,  etc.'affected  by  this  ruling  will  be  passed  on  m  accordance  with  its 
individual  merits.

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Meat-Inspection  Law. 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  Armour  &  Co.,  Chicago,  111.,  for  violating  the 
meat-inspection  act  in  shipping  iminspected  calf  carcasses  in  interstate  trade,  the 
defendant  entered  a  plea  of  guilty  and  the  court  imposed  a  fine  of  $500  and  costs. 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  Charles  Hanson  and  Anton  Lundin.  a  copartner- 
ship doing  business  under  the  firm  name  of  Hanson  &  Lundin.  Linton,  Wis.,  for 
violating  the  meat-inspection  act  in  shipping  an  immature  calf  carcass  in  interstate 
trade,  the  defendants  entered  a  plea  of  guilty  and  the  court  imposed  a  fine  of  $25 
against  each. 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  John  Dalheini,  Covington,  Ky..  for  violating  the 
meat-inspection  act  in  shipping  uninspected  meats  in  interstate  trade,  the  defendant 
entered  a  plea  of  guilty  and  the  court  imposed  a  fine  of  820  and  costs. 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  Fred  Oppenheimer,  Chicago,  111.,  for  violating 
the  meat-inspection  act  in  shipping  iminspected  calf  carcasses  in  interstate  trade,  the 
defendant  entered  a  plea  of  guilty  and  the  court  imposed  a  fine  of  8100  and  costs. 


SUBSTANCES  PERMITTED  FOR  OFFICIAL  DIPFING  OF  SHEEP. 

The  use  of  the  following-named  substances  is  permitted  by  the  department  in  the 
official  dipping  of  sheep  for  scabies,  under  the  terms  of  B.  A.  I.  Order  143  and  amend- 
ments thereto: 

"Creole,"  a  coal-tar.  creosote  dip.  manufactured  for  the  Sanifect  Chemical  Co., 
Nashville,  Term.     Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  to  not  more  than  71  gallons  of  water. 

"Krenol  Dip."  a  coal-tai  creosote  dip,  manufactured  for  the  Furst-McXess  Co., 
Freeport,  111.     Dilution  permitted.  1  gallon  to  not  more  than  71  gallons  of  water. 


REPORTS  OF  DISEASED  ANIMALS  ON  I.  D.  FORM  11C. 

The  object  of  obtaining  reports  on  I.  D.  Form  11C  is  to  trace  the  origin  of  diseased 
animals  and  to  locate  centers  of  infection,  and  these  reports  are  useless  unless  sufficient 
data  are  given  for  this  purpose.  Reports  on  this  form  should  therefore  not  be  for- 
warded to  the  Washington  office  unless  the  name  of  the  township  or  place  where  the 
cattle  or  hogs  were  fed,  name  of  county.  State,  and  feeder  or  owner  and  address  of 
feeder  or  owner  can  be  given. 


CORRESPONDENCE  REGARDING  SAMPLES. 

Inspectors  in  charge,  men  in  charge  of  laboratories,  and  others  are  instructed  that 

n  writing  to  the  bureau  regarding  samples  of  meat  or  meat  food  products,  substances 

added  thereto  or  ingredients  thereof,  but  one  sample  should  be  mentioned  in  a  letter. 

This  is  necessary  to  the  prompt  handling  of  such  correspondence,  especially  in  the  case 

of  supposed  violations. 

CORRESPONDENCE  REGARDING  VIOLATIONS  OF  LAWS. 

In  referring  to  violations  of  the  meat-inspection,  quarantine,  or  28-hour  laws  or 
regulations,  inspectors  in  charge  and  others  should,  whenever  possible,  give  both  the 
bureau  case  number  and  the  department  case  number.  This  is  necessary  for  quick 
and  accurate  identification  and  handling  of  the  correspondence. 


ARGENTINE    REQUIREMENTS    REGARDING    IMPORTED    MEAT 

PRODUCTS. 

The  bureau  is  informed  through  the  Department  of  State  that  the  Argentine  Gov- 
ernment has  promulgated  an  executive  de  cree  abolishing  the  regulation  which  required 
that  certificates  should  be  presented  with  imported  food  and  meat  products  stating 
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that  they  had  been  manufactured  in  places  subject  to  as  strict  sanitary  supervision  as 
that  enforced  in  similar  establishments  in  Argentina. 


VACANCY  IN  VETERINARY  POSITION  IN  PORTO  RICO. 

The  bureau  is  informed  of  a  vacancy  in  the  position  of  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Veter- 
inary Inspection  in  the  Service  of  Sanitation  of  the  Government  of  Porto  Rico  at  a 
salary  of  $2,000  per  annum.  Properly  qualified  veterinarians  in  the  service  of  the 
Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  who  may  wish  to  make  application  for  this  position  should 
communicate  with  the  chief  of  this  bureau.
